•'Certainly, the people must believe 


that the president, bis cabinet, and near- 
ly all Republican senators and members 
of congress would not have arrived at 


! different conclusions, unless after 
full 


and careful consideration ot the subject 
they were convinced of the wisdom of a 
different course, and I feel quite sure 
that upon full, careful, candid discussion 
ot the question, the,'republicans of the 
country will sustain, the administration 
and the republican...seDRtorg and mem- 
bers of congress iu'v their present atti- 
tude. Certainly me: question of the 
trifling tariff cha.ges proposed is cot 
important 
of itself 
from 
a financial 


standpoint, but there lies, underneath it 
all, the old proposition first debated by 
Webster and Calhoun, that the constitu- 
tion goes »ith the flag into all territory 
acquired by the United States, und there- 
fore the slaveholder had the right to 
carry his slaves and to keep them in any 
and every territory; this was confirmed 
by Ihe infamous D'red Scott decision, 
that the United States can acquire terri- 
tory onlj for the purpose of forming 
states, and that all acquisitions must be 
treated as integral parts of the Union; 
and afterward the question was debated 
by Lincoln and Douglas in their cele 
brated canvass of the state of Illinois 
just before the war. 


"Soit will he seen that the issue in- 


volved is not new, and 
is 
one of tho 


most momentous that has aver beon con- 
sidered by the people of the United 
States. I believe the republicans ot the 
couLtry will take their stand unitedly 
with Webster and Lincoln, as afainse 
Calhoun and Douglas. It is not im- 
portant whether a tariff be established 
between Porto Kico and tho United 
States, but it is all important thnt the 
principle which I have suggested should 
be sustained. Better for a thousand 
times that Porto Kico, the Philippines, 
anrl nil our island dependencies should 
never have been brought 
onto relation 


witu iue United States than that the 
policy should be established that these 
islands are ultimately to be made into 
American states. 


"I commend to the careful perusal of 


our people the recent speech made by 
Secretary Long in Boston, and the 
speeches made by Governor Shaw of 
Iowa, which clearly set forth the vast 
and far-reaching importance of the ques- 
tion."

he brings suit for damages done to hie 
property by the rise and tbe lowering of 
the water. 
Mrs. Bliven is the 
present 


owner of the property. The Indian Ford 
Water Power Company is composed of 
business men residing in Janesville, Be- 
loit and Rockton and who control tho 
water power rights it Indian Ford. 


It is alleged that the defendants by 


the erection of the dam and gates at 
Indian Ford take water from Lake 
Koshkonong as needed to benefit thei. 
water power rights at Janesville, Beloit 
and Eockton. 


The plaintiffs allege that in the fall of 


the year when the river ia low tho defen- 
dants draw on the waters of 
Lake 


Koshkonong and thqt by so doing they 
lower the waters from the shore BO that 
adjoining land is damaged. 
The plain- 


tiff alleges that they are obliged to orect 
boat piers far into 'the- lake each sum- 
mer, and that each fall, with the. rise of 
water, these piers are injured by the ice. 
They also allege that the lowering of tbo 
water makes it unhealthy nbont the 
shore.

The honors and precedence due 
to the vice presidency do not descend 
to the secretary oC state in the event of 
the vacancy in the vice presidency and 
his statutory succession to the heiisuip 
to the chief magistracy. 


Therefore

constitute 
tlie 
executive 


branch. The chief justice will repre- 
sent the judiciary. The 
legislative 


branch of tlie government will be rep- 
resented by the president pro tempore 
of the senate and the 'speaker of the 
house in the order named. In the event 
of tlie death or incapacity of the vice 
president making his otlice vacant tho 
president of the. senate will succeed to 
no status larger than that of the presi- 
dent pro tetupore of that body. These 
five men will therefore represent the 
republic of the United States. The cab- 
inet has been relegated to n ministerial 
capacity. 


Tho point which will cause friction is 


that the judiciary and the congress, as 
represented by their ministerial off! 
cers, will take precedence of the eni- 
bassadors. It was only after a sturdy 
social campaign that Lord PaunceCote 
consented to yield rank to Vice Presi- 
dent Hobart.

The wink intrusted to him has boon 
done well—iu fact, with the paucity cf 


. muter;:-.! to work with, remarkably 


well—but I'aden-i'oviTll in command 
of the scouts in White's, Rtiller's or 
MetlUKUi's forces might possibly have 
spelled success where failure resulted. 
Most of our reverses have beeu sot 
down to insufficient knowledge of the 
enemy's dispositions and to the supe- 
rior craft of the Boers in the veldt. 
Kadfn-'Powell is up to all their tricks 
aud can give them points too. 


The earliest reverse that has been re- 


corded in the i>wsent campaign was 
thy destruction of an armored train be- 
tween Vryburg and Mat'eking. with the 
loss of :i gtiu. ammunition i:iul most of 
the men. Tiie arms were destined for 
Badfii-i'owoH. but fell into the hands 
of the Boers insnr.d. This was a bit 
of a Mow. but Badeu-E'owolI took it 
very coolly and doubtless came to the 
conclusion that us they were so fond of 
shelling trucks he would allow them 
some further practice. 
Having some 


superfluous dyu.-.mite in the 
s= lures, he 


sent a couple of trucks loaded with tho 
explosive down the line and waited for 
developments, 
'[.'lie Boers, elated witli 


their recent success, pounded merrily 
uv.-ay. aud. receiving no response, rush- 
ed the deserted wagons. 
The tableau 


whon the show blew up can be left to 
imagination. 
The Boers from that 


time came to respect him. "Here," 
said they, "is a man who knows a 
thing or two. and we must be careful." 
They have been cautious over since, 
with the result that tho initiative in 
most of the lighting has been taken by 
tiie colonel; the Boers have beeu look- 
ing ou froti^ the distance, simply shell- 
ing the town at long range. 


Circumstances brought the writer of 


this article much into contact with the 
gallant colonel during the Matahele 
rebellion. He was then acting as chief 
of staff to General Sir Frederick Car- 
rington. The oue quality prominent in 
Budcn-Powoll. contrasting

with the average officer, is the manner 
in which he carries out his military du- 
ties.

The various ways in which a cold 


may be brought on are thus described 
by Dr. J. H. Kellogg: "A little knife 
blade of air blowing in through 
a 


crack in a window upon some part of 
the body will chill that part and the 
Mood vessels of that region will be- 
come contracted, affecting somewhere 
in the interior of the body an area in 
reflex relation with this portion of the 
surface of the body. For instance, the 
blood vessels ot the skin of the top of 
the shoulders and the cliest are asso- 
ciated with the blood vessels of the 
lungs, so that whatever happens ti> 
the blood vessels of the skin of 
the 


shoulders and chest happens also to 
the blood vessels of the lungs. If there 
is a contraction of the blood vessels of 
the back of the neck there will be a 
contraction of the blood vessels of the 
nose and throat, and if there is 
a 


contraction of the blood vessels of the 
top of the shouldei's and the shoulder 
blades, there will also, be, a contraction 
of the blood vessels - cif the 
lungs. 


When the influence of' the cold is con- 
tinued this contraction is followed by 
congestion. When one puts his hands 
into cold water, for a few minutes they 
are first pale and then red. This is re- 
action. The longer the application and 
the more intense the degree of cold the 
greater 
will be the contraction and 


the congestion. 
So if the back of th« 


neck is exposed for a long time to the 
influence of cold one is likely to have 
a cold in the nose and throat; if the 
shoulder blades and the tops of 
the 


shoulders are exposed one is likely to 
take cold in the lungs and sufEer from 
congestion of the lungs. If the cold is 
long continued it may cause not only 
a congestion but an inflammation of 
the nose or lungs. So if the bottoms 
of the feet become wet or chilled a 
weakness of the bladder may result if 
there has ever been a trouble there, or 
a weakness of the stomach if there has 
been catarrh of that organ."
